SENATOR ALLISON ANSWERS QUES-
TIONS A8 TV ITS EFFECTS.

Existing Law and Practice ReafMrmed~No
Danger of an Endless Chain or Cur-
rency Contraction-Senator Jones Thinks
the Bill Is for the National Banks.

WasninaTon, Fab 13, ~When the financ'al bill
was taken up in the Senate to-day, Mr. Allison
(Rep., In.) spoke in favorof it, He sald that
the bill came from the House of Representa-
tives, professedly, at least, taking ecare only of
the present currenoy and of the present stand.
ard of money. There was no proposition to
change the existing currency, which consisted
of gold and sllver, of gold and stiver certificatos
based on deposlits, and of gresnbacks, Treas-
ury notes and national bank notes,

Mr. Teller (8il. Rep, Col,) asked Mr. Alllson
whother he bel!leved that in 1873 the gold
dollar was made the unit of value?

Mr, Allison—The dollar waa made a unit, to
eonsist of twenty-flve and eight-tenth grains of
standard go!l: and tho silver dollar was
dropped as a unit,

Mr. Teller—Were we on the silver standard
from 1702 to 18757

Mr. Allison—Woe were not. The standard of
walue was not proclaimed In the atatute of
1702, It provided for the colnage of two
classes of dollars, one of silver and one of

gold,

Mr. Tollor—There was no gold dollar proe
wided for by the act of 1702,

Mr. Allison=The dollar was made the unit,
The value of the two eolns was designated by
the statute of 1762, which provided that one
shauld contain so many grains of gold and the
other =0 many grains of sflver. But there can
be no question that the act of 1873 provided
for the single standard of gold.

As to the contention of Mr. Daniel (Dam.,
Va.) that the act of 1800, in dropping the gold
dollar as & coln, thereby abolished the gold
standard, Mr. Allison spokeof it, deprecatingly,
a3 an Ingenlous auggestion, but one without
welght, He argued that, since 1870, when paye
ment in gold was resumed, every dollar In cir-
culation, whether of silver, go'd or paper, has
been on an absolute parity with gold eoin of
the standard value described In the act of 1873,

*'| agree,” said he, “that in vassing this bill
we but restore practically the phraseology of
the act of 1873, We are reiterating the axlst.
ing law. This bill Is but a reafirmation ot
what Las been the lawsince 1873 when we pro-
vided for payments In !rol‘l fo INTH, There s
not & provision In this first section of the Ben-
ate substitute that is not now a part of the law
or that hns not bean the practice of the Gowve
ernment since I87H."

Mr. Alllson—When the time comes that we
are to retire and cancel our greenbacka and
Treasury notes and other formas of direct {ssue
of moncy, it should not be done without the
most careful consideration and scrutiny as ree

ots the time when, and the meaus whereby,
t shall be done. It 18 not wise legialation for
us to provide hare, by statute, thsz $348,000,
000 of paper money ean be retired from ofreu«
ation unless we at the same time go hand in

and with such a provision as will anbstitute
other $346,000,000 of currgncy, not thaoretl-
eally, not problematically, but by statute, so
that timid people shall not again be frightened
hr the ghost of currency contraction, This
bill, 1f it means unnhtnf. means that the
greenbacks shall continue in elgeulation.

Mr. Allison, referring to the latest Treasu
rl?urtl. sald that thare was $211,000,000 o
gold certificates outatanding, and that there
was $404.000,000 of gold in the Treasury, in«
cluding tho $211,000,000 of gold certificates,
“Therefors,” sald he, “'this endless chaln |5 a
remote contingency, buecause these gold cer-
titlicates come to supplement the greenbacks,
and are just as good as, und no_better thar
United 8tates notes,” As to the $302,000,00
of silver certificates, Mr. Allison declared that
it was not the purpose of the pending bill (as
bhad been charged by some of its opponents) to
minimiza them or to degrads them.

Commenting upon the remarks of Mr, Allnn
(Pop., Neb.) some tima ago condemning the
nationa! banks and saying that the object of
the bill was to substitute national bank notes
for Government currency, Mr. Alilson re-
marked that, as the .{muounl bank raper in
cireu'ation was only $242,000,000, whila thars
was more than a thousand millions of othor
paper money outstanding, the Senator’s idea
vntllle that of the tail wagging n‘w doT

“Every dollar of paper money,” Mr. Allen in-
terposed, “that isa now redeemabla In gold will
be withdrawn from circulation,and the ground
now occupied by them will be occupied by na-
tional bank notes."

r. Allison remarked, In reply, that the fears
now agitating the Senator from Nebraska
would '“.HH‘." I1ke the mists of the morning
Then he addressed himself to the question of
refunding, and argued in advocacy of that pro-
wision of the bill. "Why,”" he asked, “'walt till*hs
bonds mature when there may be an unfavor-
able monetary situation, when we may now
fund them at 2 per cent, thus saving twenty-
two guillions a year lr;:tend of, perhaps, having
topay 3 or 4 per cant?"

Mr. Jones (8il. Rep., Nev.) addressed the
Benate in opposltion to the bill, which ha rep-
resented aa the climax of the eforts that have
been made during so many years to abolish
the use of silver. There would be, he sald,
further legisiation to retire the $:344,000,000 of
greenbacks, It would never do totryall at
onece. The American people might be shocked
by that. Thera would ba hereafter a provi-
gion toretire all the Treasury notes so as to
leave to the national banks the means of regu-
lating the value of money other than gold an
silver. And thus it would be an aggregate o
private corporations that would be called upon
to exercisn tha sovereign money funetion in-
gtend of the Goverument jtself,

“The pending bill,” Mr. Jones continued,
“makes the obligations of the United Biates
pavable in gold alona. Asthe final step In the
progress of tho creditor's designs, it gnes at
onee to the gold standard, The bill placea in
the hands of the natlonal banka tha control of
the bonded deht of the country, Whenever
the banks see fit they can reduce the gold re-

werve below the limit and force an issuance of |

bonds: and this process ean go on indefinitely.
All this is In the interest of tha ereditor, in the
fnterest of the bondholder und grievously
against the interests of tha massea of tho
people of this country. It {s all done In the
ame of honor and honest money, The
Rmnn of the past thirty ysaars, during which
the tondholders and publio craditors have
been ‘leading up to the present movement,
shows that when vatriotlsm and plunder bo-
coma synonymous terms, it 15 easy to make
converts among the bepeflelaries. The legis-
latlon of those thirty years in the attempt
to reach the gold staadard has resuite! in
RIundhrH:a!hm roduetive classes of the United
tates cut of thousands of mililons of dollars,
This bill 18 vielous from beginning toend.

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SUBSIDY BILL AMENDED,

Chalrman Grosvenor Makes Changes in the
Hope of Reaching an Agreement,

Wasuivorox, Fob, 13,—~While the fate of the
Bhip Subsidy bill is still In doutt, a move was
made In the Committee on Merchant Marine
and Fisheries this morning by Chairman Gros-
venor, which will tend to promote harmony
among the Republican members, and it 18 pos-
sible that a bill will be adopted by the commit.
tea at {ts moeting next Friday. The bill as
amendad does not meet the viowa of all the
Republiean members, and a number of amend-
ments will Ls offored at the next meeting. The
amendments propared by Mr, Grosvenor pros
vide as follows

The tonnage limit {s increased from 1,600
tons to 2,000 tons. Bubsidies are provided for
ships of 11 knots at the rate of four-tenths
of a cent; 12 knots, six-tenths of a cent,
and 13 knots, eight-tentha of a cent p?r
gross ton per hundred nautical miles salled.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL,

THE BIILL ABOLISHING CAPITAL
PUNISHMENT BEATEN,

No Opposition In the Assembly to the Re-
peal of the Horton Law-Bay Windows
and the Parke—Coffey’s Annual Gas 8111
~Ten-Hour Law Amendment Passed.

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—~The Assembly to-day un-
ceremoniously killed Mr. Maher's bill abolish-
ing capital punishment for murder in the
first degree. Mr. Maher brought the matter
before the House by moving to discharge the
Codes Committee from further consideration
of the bill, He was the only speaker to argue
in favor of the motion. He sald that the
majority of the people of the State are opposed
to eapital punishment and for that reason it s
a hard matter to secure a jury to try a murder
case, He referred to the Molineux trial and
described it as u @se where a young man had
been found guilty of murder {o the first degree
aud would be sentenced to die In the electrio
chair purely on elrcumstantial evidence. The
motion was lost by a vote of 83 to 42,

To the surprise of the supporters of the
Lewis bill to repeal the Horton law {t was ad-
vanced to third reading in the Assembly with-
out a word being said in opposition o it and
without an objection to its advanoement. The
opponents of the bill realize that objection
would be useless in the Assembly and the
efforts to kill the bill will be made in the
Senute, They think there 1s a chaneo of de-
feating it In the upper house, but Mr. Lewls is
confident that the bill will be passed by the
Benate and will become a law.

Mr. Green expresased some doubt in regard to
Mr. Weoks's bill giving the Commissioners of
Parks of New York city authority to permit bay
window projections on Park property, when I§
was reached on second reading order in the
Assembly. He contended that the bill would
permit the Park Commissioners to out in two
property between Fifth and Madison avenues,
and it was doubtful tn his mind it the bill
would not permit the rallroad companies to
build through the parks. The bili was ade
vanoed to third reading and then recommitted
for a hearing upon Mr. Weeks's suggestion
that he favored a further consideration of the
bill in the Oities Committee, A hearing on the
bill has been set down for Thursday.

CHICAGO CONFERENCE HBECOMES A
DEMOCRATIC ANNEX,

A Ploturesque Gathering Into Which Nue
merous Side! Insues Are Introduced—-Sene
nte Warned Not to Pass Currency Bill.

Cuicaao, Feb, 13,-To-day's session of the
anti-trust conference at Central Music Hall de=
valoped early Into a freo silver and anti-imperi-
falistic demonstration. The demonetization of
silver was denounced heatodly, and a reference
to “the United States proper” evoked voclfers
ous applause,  After the first speech Judgo
Floming of Kentucky took the stago to offer a
et of resolutions denouncing the Curreney bill
pending in the Benate,  The resolutions were
adopted by n risingand enthusiastic vote, And
then, on motion of Helen M. Gougar, it was
voted to telegraph the resolutions to Washing-
ton to-day, in scason to check an afMrmative
endorsement by the Benate of “the infamous
mensure,"

Itw apicturesque orowd that circulated In
the lobby for an hour before the specchmaking.
The amount and variety of the whiskers were
somewhat unusual, Thero was the patriarchal
whisker, the ronalssance, the circular, the
Louls XL, the doubla decker, the plain *Jojo,”
and others that defled elassifleation, Of hats
there was a like vartety, including the respects
able gilk tile, the pietyresque sombrero, and
tho cap in all shapes, colors and provious cone
ditions of servitude, A few goatskin, wolfskin
and bearskin coats lent a strong flavor to the
motley sight

Trusta and the money power were not the
only topics upon which opinlons wers exe
changed. There was much talk of farming,
as many of the delegates represented the agrie
cultural side of Iife., But it was usually a short

cut from sflo and ensilage to mone
opoly and “the money devil” Bome of
the delegates carried vallaes into the
hall. These also wore large, open-laced

silver watches, Somo delogates, burning
with the messages that they had for the world
{nsisted om telling the newspaper men “‘the
good polnts” in the documents before they
wore dellvered, Then they returned to their
ecats and shouted approval of every anathema
lavelled at the press. Indeed, all that was
necessary to put the audience in a good humor
was to denounce the press, and the stronger
the denunciation the better the humor. Any
one dropping into the hall between 11and 12
o'clock would have assumed that the gathering
was an antl-press assoclation,

Up to noon only two speechos had been delive
erod, thosa of Judga George W. Beaman of
Indlana aod W. A, Spaulding of Callfornla,
The former was Introduced as “the honest
Judge" of Indiana, who had obtained celebrity
because he scorned railroal passes. Judge
Beeman acknowledged the possession of tho
title, addiug that he was entitled to wear also
the sobriquet of “the farmer Judge.” Haeex-
pressed the opinion that all trusts were unlaw-
ful. In ordar to abolish them Legislatures and
Congressmen must be elected that are in syme-
pathy with anti-trust principles. Courts, too,
must be above recelving special privileges, for
a Judge cannot convince the publie that he is
honest if he has a pocketful of railroad passes,

In eonclusion Judge Beeman doclared that
tho press was subsidized and that tha Chicago
press In particular had been purchased body
and soul,
